Death of Colonel L. M. kcitt, of South 
Caroliasts 

[From the Richmond Examiner, Jnne 4th.] 

The remains of Colonel Lawrence M. Keitt, 
ol South Carolina, who died la this city from* 
wm ad received in tb* bottle of Wednesday, 
War* escorted to the Danville depot yeaterday 
afternoon, and departed en route for ihe S ate 
ol hi* nativity. A portion of the Public Guard 
and band, with the South Carolina Cougress- 
• B *»_ l . . ? loasl delegation, accompanied the remains to 
the depot; tbe latter otH.-ialing aa pall-bearer*. 
Colonel Kelte reached Virginia bat a few day* 
ago aa the commander of toe 20th South Caro- 
lina regime at, one of the most complete regi- 
ments in the service, uumbering over 1,300 
men. Fresh from the memorable defense ot 
Charleston, Calonel Relit w»* ju*lly proud of 
hi* veteruu commnod, and burned to lead 
them to glory and renown. He led them to 
both, but tell at the moment of viciojy, pierc- 
ed by a hireling bullet through the lung*, dy- 
ing in the defense of ihe Confederacy, and 
pouring out his blood on Virginia soil. Colo 
Mi K.-iti will be remembered io the old Coa- 
gress ot 1S57 and '58 a* ihe colleague of the 
lamented Preston Brooke. He waa brave, 
talented, and chivalrous, and a fit 1 
model of the Palmetto Slate.

learn lhal General Grant has made Important 
changes lu the organisation of the artillery of 
the Army of the Potomac, with tbe view of 
Increasing ita mobility and ku efficiency. The 
old organisation of batteries ol *ix piece* of 
like caliber— light twelve or ten- pounder Par- 
rotts — is broken up, and the number ot pieces 
la each battery is reduced lo four. With a 
view of adapting the battery to tha varying 
conditions of an engagement, the caliber of 
ibe piece* i* mixed— two light twelves and 
two ten- ponndera. The four gun* are accom- 
panied by six calsaoas, tha inumlon being to 
provide a large supply ol ammunition. An- 
other innovation made by General Grant ia the 
breaking up of ihe reserve artillery. The guns 
hav* either been sent back or distributed among 
ihe corpe, whose command era, aa far aa we can 
learn, seem to have control of ihelr arlillerv. 
Of the reserve artillery, but two bars* batter- 
sua are left, aad the commander of tb* corp* 
has beea assigned to duty la charge of the 
ammunition ol the army. The reduction of 
batteries ta four pieces correspond* with the 
organisation of artillery la the Swla* army, 
the rill d batUrtoa of which since ISO* have 
bean reduced Irotn 1* elgkt piece* to 
four.— [Army aad Navy Joans*!.
